The AFC wos organized In Phijo- 
defphia on August 10, 1950, for 
the following purposes: 

1. To maintain the notionof. 
territorial end politico! Indepen- 
derKie of the United Stores. 

2. To preserve the sovereign 
right of United States citizens to 
govern themselves thru their duly- 
elected representatives under o 
republicon form of government. 

3. To promote respect for, ond 
undivided ollegionce and loyalty 
to, the Flog, Constitution ond 
Government of the United Stotes 
of Arrierica. 

4. To oppose ond expose, by 
oil lawful meon.s, totolitorion Fos- 
cism of>d Communism ond the 
collectivist ideologies upon which 
both ore bosed. 

5. To resist the imposition of 
ony form of world government, 
federotion or other such union, 
and any program or orgonizotioo 
which would supersede or in cny 
woy limit the cuthority of the 
legislative, jikficiot, executive or 
military estoblishnr>cnn of the 
United States. 



Dear fellow- American: 

As reported in Newsletter #71, mid-October, 1965 found us well on 
tiie way toward building a strong Conservative Part^^ base in Pennsylvania 
As Cnairmaji-olthe State Organizing Committee, I had every reason to 
"believe thatT'coutmu'e.i^ to enjoy the full confidence and moral support of 
Kent C ourtney, who had a month and a half before appointed me Pennsyl- 
-vania new party organizer for the Conservative Society of America, and 
wno had a^ce^^ our invitation to be the keynote speaker at our first Or- 
ganizing Convention in Philade^hia on-Saturday,^ December 11th, 



I therefore anticipated N ^r. Courtn ey* s desire as for no more than a 
personal get-togetherViih our most active Party workers and myself when 
he arinnged, byJ^ng-disuhceTelephonex'fcir me to engage a meeting- room 
at tlie War\vick Hotel in Plltladelphia for Saturday, October 29th. On tliat 
m<irning, Mr. Courtney and l\njoyed a leisurely pre-meeting breakfast, 
at wich we discussed the new part^*- movement nationally, the political 
situationlh‘Pennsylvania,^'and our high expectations for the December lltii 
Convention and the challenging campaign to obtain our quota of 35^ 000 sig- 
natures in qualifying the Conservative Party for the statewide ballot tlic 
follo\ving March. Noting wa^said _a^thisT>reakfast which would forewarn 
me-Qf th^bombsneli which Mr. Courtne y wouli, ^op at the larger gathcr- 
ing to which we replir^ ttereafter. ^7 ^ 

My first concern for the nature^and purpose of the affair was aroused 
upcjn entering the meeting-room. There, in the company of three of the 
members. of our State Organizing Committee whom I had invited, was Mr. 
William J. Obert, the multi-county eastern Pennsylvania coordinator for 
the John Birch Society who had been working to prevent Society memljers 
from supporting the establishment of our Party statewide, together with 
several of his colleagues whom I had previously met and several individ- 
uals whom I had not. None were members of qux State Organizing Com- 
mittee, nor were any included in the lisfoTPennsylvajiIa'members of the 
CpnservaHve Society of America^v/hich Mr7jCqurtney provided at the time 
I became CSA new party organizer>-~^.^__ 

After introductions,/ Mr. ^Courtney took a place "at the head of the 
long conference table anHs pen tyabout two hours in outlining hisT>ack- 
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publications and activilu^s, andjtf^ h^toiy and ground-plans of the new party move- 
Congress of Jo0.usciya Lives (see Newsletter #71) and propeUecll>yH:rColn'sei^ 
Society of America, His presentation was entirely impressive. I recall as especicilly encouraging those 
considerable number of states wherein he reported new party activity as approaching the stage of qualify- 
ing for the ballot. Following a few questions then addressed to me concerning our progress and organi- 
zational structure and plans for the December 11th Organizing Convention, one of his invited associates 
whom I did not know announced that he could not suppoit any new party that would enter a candidate in 
opposition to Raymond Shafer, the protege of Hugh Scott whom Birch Coordinator Gbcirira'd4)een promot- 
ing, should Shafer obtain the GOP gubernatorial endorsement. I looke'd to Mr. Courtney, expecting him 
to voice disagreement, but he was grimly silent. I recounted Shafer’s ^ckground (see Newsletter #71), 
but might have spared the effort, for it was only after t^jneeting tliat I learned Coujtney’s sp

Turning abruptly to a need for caution in avoiding smears by the opposition, r^Mr^Cpur^^ procod- 
ed to inform all present t hat I co uld no longer be permitted to lead the Conservattve^rtv^ effort in Peni^. 
sylvania because IJiad b^n a^sub ver sive J>y the U. S, Attorney-Gei^Sl ForThis^rea^on,'Tie^^ 

was compelled to remove me as CSA new party organizer and, should I refiise^o resign as Chairman of 
the State Organizing Committee of the Party in Pennsylvania, allowing him and his associates here to 
hand-pick my replacement, he would withdraw as keynote speaker at our Convention and dissociate him- 
self and the CSA from the Party in Pennsylvania . 



Knowing the episode to wtiich he was referring, I was frankly shocked by the manner in which 
he had chosen to introduce it, the d istortion of fact mjiis pr^ejut^tion, and the bal^y coercive and in- 
tactics employed in deUy^ering his ult ima tum. For more than twenty years I have dedicated 
myself to the principles of constitutional government, which are wholly incompatible with authoritarianism 
and njle by fiat. In devoting whatever talents I may possess to the creation of a Conservative Party in 
Pennsylvania, I believed that I wa s joining a nationwide effort to re sto rc'cons titu tioimlisin to the United 
Sta^sjb^y p^^c, andjthat I was associatin g myself witli a natlonaf leadership as corrtmitted as I to 
.i?lP,spirit, as well as the letter, of its mi derlymg^ precepts . Co urtney’s beha vior was that of tlie 
typical Republican or Democrat Party ’’boss”, bypassihg^U^ete^e aiyconstitutipnal p.rbcedure 
a^eve_h is purposes byjtl^ totalitarian* nietho&i^P^^ room” . 

But, even more pertinent to my amazenjent v/as Mr. C ourtney’s readiness, as a recognized 
national leader in the struggle to expose and dest^QV Uie world Communist^pnspiracy, to employ the sin- 
i ster handiw ork of a confesse d co- agent of a Mo scow^^rccted American spy ring as the weapon with 
which_ to_ impugn my loyalty, re move my chair manship, and take p^sonal..cpntroLoftlie_Conseyvative Par- 
^ Penns ylvania . The limited space of this Newsletter i^ctates an inadequately detailed narrative of 
the events concerning the episode which he exploited in quest of his objective, but the following may suf- 
Tcveal its wholly Communist point of origin; — 

O I entered the field of anti- Communist activities in 1 945. when it was actually risky to attack 
the Soviet Union, wholly hazardous to oppose tlie newly- created United Nations, and tan tamount to treas- 
to associate Communist influence witli any organized racial or religious pressure group. .Anyone dar-

inated the Roose /alt Administration during the 1930s and ensuing War years, and the terrible grip which 
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these friends of Moscow held on Washington was not relaxed until many of their key numbers were expos- 
ed and driven from power by the investigations of Senator Joseph R. McCarthy, who finally paid with his 
ov.m reputation and life for these disclosures. ^

In the summer of 1948, both Republican and Democrat Party Conventions were held in PiiiJadelpliia, 
with the Communists and their fellow-travellers initiating their post- War campaign of racial agitcation 
which has culminated in their pigsgpt op^rivtipn^ cont rol of the m ilitant Civil Rights Movernent. Thi.ir 
rSlying cry that year was for the” creation of a strong Fair Emplojunent Practices Commission at the 
Federal level, to wlilch they sought to commit tlie two major Parties in tlieir natioi^ campaign platforms. 

To oppose FEPC and planks being sought by United World Federalists and the Zioiust Organization of Am- 
erica in tlie area of foreign policy, there was organized an ad hoc Committee for Nationalist Action, of 
which I was elected Chairman. It sole purpose was to extend support to Party delegates sharing our op- 
position to these planks and seek to win to our side others not so committed. the pemocrat Conven- 
tion, o ur Com mittee was aligned witli the Southern delegations and with those who hailed the exit of 
" Alah amn and Mississippi aj^lmrtd^gjhe pps^ a_n?w nationwide political party of Dme- 

crats and northern Conservatives. 

Our ad hoc Committee went out of existence immediately following the Conventions, but interest in 
further political activities led to the creation of what we hoped would operate as a permanent organizat- 
ion thru which to work in influencing both state and federal legislation. TJus^ October, 1948, there 
was formed the Nationalist Actio n Leagu e, vdiic h immedia tely w as attack ed by_die Anti-pefamation League / • 
as^^'racist" (because wF sought write-in votes for the Dixiecrat ticket of Tliurmond and Wright) ^d anti- 
^mitic" '. Follo'^ving a protracted but successful battle to defeat' a Fair Employment Practices bill in 
the Pennsylvania Legislature, the PhUadelpMa JEWLSH EXPONENT extendeti editorial credit to the Nat- 
ionalist Action League as being responsible a nd su ggested that this groupjnight bear_the at- 

tention of the U. S. Attorney- Genera I! 

In February, 1949, the late Congressman J ohn E. Rankin, of Missifsippi, called me by long dis- 
tance telephone to report tliat ADL ag ents we^cjncontacpwipi_a_siispecte<i Communist plant in the Grim- 
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Inal Pivision of tlie U. S. Justic Department, seeking to initiate a ’citation** which would destroy our or- 
ganization. He identified tlie individual as oiij^udidiJ^^ asking if I had any data on her background. 

I said I had not, but would note the name for future reference. Tv;o and a half months later, on April 
29th, the U. S. Attorney- General's office released its revised list of organizations designated as **Fas- 
cist*’, on which appeared not only the Nationalist Action League, but the ad lioc Comaiittee for National- 
ist Action which went out of existence eight months before! ! We learned of the listings by way of tlie Fhil- 
adelpliia INQUIRER, never once having i>een visited by tlie FBI or any otlier arm of the Federal Govem- 
inent. 

Again a lack of space prevents an account of our efforts to remedy tliis vicious and obviously pre- 
meditated misuse of Federal authority at the behest of a private politically-oriented press^ire group. Un- 
like those on the Left who claim to be victims of unjust citations by Congressional investigating commit- 
tees, I immediately filed with the Attorney- General what a number of lawyers have since assured me to 
stand as the most comprehensive loyalty oath ever to have been tendered to a Federal bod>'. In it, I cat- 
egorically denied membership in any orgajiization seeking to promote Fascism or any other totalitarian 
ideology or form of government, by any means v/hacsoever, and specifically waived any and all constitu- 
tional immunity from self- incrimination in appearing before any Federal, state or local investigatory 
body, or before any jury in the event of a criminal prosecution for perjury which my oatli might occasion, 
n In a sentence, I provided tlie U.S. Attorney- Gene r^\vitli tli^l^egal v/eapons to place me beliiii^d priff^n 

if so much as a scintilla of ADI^suppUed oje ot^r\>dse accummul^^^ o f Fascist aajdvi** 

"ty actually exists. 

The Attorney- General refused to act, permitting the smear to remain for use by tlie ADL and as- 
sociated organizations in destroying the Nationalist Action League. Tlien, in the process of the exjiosure 
of at least part of the Kremlin's elaborate apparatus for worldwide subversion, JuditlLCoplo^ identi- / 
fied as tlie associate of an agent operating in one of Mo scoiy * s mo s t ef fect ive spy rii^s and, in sworn tes- 
timony taken at the legal trial, admitted under oath that, as a part of her (hitie^as an^eniployce of the 
U. S . Attorney- Ge ne raL-^^shjgjgarU .in compning. i list of -silver s^^ organizat^is! 

'1 answer<^ Mr. Cou rtney's us<^ of this Red smear by proposing that the ebies-paying members of our 
State Committee'be.left t^resolve the matter of my chairmanship at our December Utii Convention. He 
replied that he could noLabidi^by tlieir decision, since my_^r.g CQ J"d’* im^pc^ rilcd bot h himsel f and the entire 
nev/ partyjnioveinenLi^Lipil^^ but added that I might "w'ork behind the scMes^^^s consufenl^cUid adviser

t rp^p f ,^004 rtne y and^ltis S^ott-Shafer-bacMng colleagues, Mssrs. Obert and We^el, I presented a full 
"rcpojrt to our execuUve committee the following Monday, tendering my resi^afion'ld permit a vote of 
c^hfi^ence, which was obtained. It was further resolved that my fitness to stand for election as perma- 
nent chairman be placed on our Convention agenda, to be decided by vote of the ful^^m ember ship after 
full and open floor debate. 

After receiving a report of our decision by long-distance telephone. Mr.j ^ourtney fonnalized my 
removal as CSA new party organizer in a multi-copy letter about which morelremains to be written later. 
He then initiated a five-month-long campaign to destroy the Conservative Krty. m Pennsylvania by sched- 
uling a ’’Regional” New Party Conference for the States of Pennsylvania, New Jersey;'t)ela ware and Mary- 
land in^Baltimore on December lltli-- tlie date of our ovm State Organizing Convention. In Newsletter 
"'1i71B* the next in this series, wc w^jrietail the most reprehensible pa it of this campaign, in which Mr. 
Courtneyls-cfforts were augmented by "conservative” allies wlio joined the Anti- Defamation League in 
^oting a criminally^ manufactured and circulated bogus "Report” of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities to brand me as a Nazi sjnnpatluzer and cited "pro- Fascist propagandist"
